CIGARETTE SMOKERS 
STILL IN AQ U AN DRY 
W arnings a g ain st th e use of tobacco 
a re nothing new, b ut in v estig atio n in 
research into th e subject h a s been step­ 
ped up g re atly during th e p ast three 
years. T he stra n g e p art of it is th a t the 
m ore inform ation given o ut on th e s u b ­ 
ject th e m ore th e av erag e cig arette 
sm oker has been confused. 
W hen a group of m edical experts 
first announced th a t th e ir findings in­ 
dicated th a t th e use of c ig a rettes was 
a cause of lung can cer m any sm okers 
sw ore off o r c u t down th e ir sm oking 
considerably. T he resu lt w as th a t ciga­ 
re tte sales decreased in 1953 fo r the 
first tim e in 21 years. S ales fell off 
again in 1954. W ith the in tro d u ctio n of 
filte r sales sta rte d ta clim b ag ain and 
a re g re a te r to d ay th an a t an y tim e in 
history. 
Now a C ongressional Subcom m ittee 
is conducting h earin g s 
to determ ine 
w h e th e r 
filters 
actu ally 
do 
p ro tect 
sm okers from possible hazards. T here 
is little doubt th a t m any o f A m erica’s 
60,000,000 c ig a rette sm okers have been 
sold on th e idea th a t filte rs do give 
them som e pro tectio n 
from 
possible 
h arm fu l effects. 
Moral Grounds Too 
W ay back in 1912 th e use of tobacco 
in an y form w as considered Ky m any 
people to be in ju rio u s to h ealth a n d to 
m orals as well. O ne of th e e a rly cam ­ 
paigners- a g ain st tobacco w as Jam es 
Jeffrey s« -n o t a prize fig h ter. He w as a 
real cam paigner and w rote a w hole book 
on th e physical and m o ral effects of 
sm oking. 
It rem ained to th e m edical ex p erts 
how ever to link c ig a rette sm oking w ith 
lung cancer. T h ey conducted len g th y 
ex p erim en ts an d surveys— a n d cam e up 
w ith th e conclusion th a t th e re w as a 
definite connection betw een th e two. 
T hese findings h av e been challenged by 
o th e r ex p erts w ho— like m any sm okers 
— a re still not convinced. 
Dr. E. C uyler H am m ond, how ever, 
d irec to r of A m erican C ancer S ociety, 
an n o u n ced re ce n tly an opinion 
th a t 
c ig a rette sm oking also causes an in ­ 
c rease In d e ath s from h e a rt disease and 
h a s a "severe effect” on patien ts w ith 
p eptic u lcers an d B urger's disease. He

also said he believed th a t sm oking has 
an effect on d eath ra te s from resp ira­ 
to ry diseases o th er th an lu n g cancer. 
Politicians Join In 


W ith th e c ig a rette filte r b ein g inves­ 
tig a ted by a congressional subcom m it­ 
tee the politicals w ere quick to en ter 
th e scene. S e n a to r R ich ard L. N euber- 
g er of O regon has in tro d u ced a bill th a t 
w ould cut dow n farm price su p p q rts an d 
soil bank p ay m en ts to tobacco grow ers. 
S e n a to r W allace B ennett of U tah has 
suggested th a t each package of ciga­ 
re tte s b ear • p rinted w arn in g to the ef­ 
fect th a t use of th e p roduct m a y re su lt 
in can cer an d o th e r diseases. B oth ap ­ 
proaches w ere considered iin realistic, it 
being pointed out th a t su p p o rts m ight 
be w ithheld from co rn b eca u se th ey 
m ak e w hiskey out of it and th a t au to ­ 
m obiles m ig h t also be d a n g ero u s be­ 
cause so m any people are k illed in them 
every day. 


B rands A re M ultiplying 
A dding to the confusion o f sm okers < 
and th e problem s of c ig a re tte dealers, 
m an u fa ctu rers have com e u p w ith a 
n u m b er of new b ra n d s and filte r tips. 
I w as in a group of six people th e o th er 
day, all of whom w ere sm oking a dif­ 
fe re n t brand of c ig a rettes. O ne was a 
new-comer—O asis — I had n e v er even 
h e ard of before. M any sm o k ers I have , 
talk e d to in recent w eeks a re cutting 
dow n or have sw orn off a lto g eth er. This 
is borne o u t by re c e n t su rveys. M ost 
sm okers are not su fficien tly alarm ed to 
q u it alto g e th e r a lth o u g h a few men 
h ave gone back to th e ir sm elly old 
pipes. O ne chain sto re ex ecu tiv e states 
th a t th e ir problem s of display and stor­ 
age h av e been tripled w ith th e increas­ 
ed n u m b er of sizes a n d styles in which 
c ig a re ttes now com e. 
Two prom inent 
b ra n d s for exam ple p u t out th ree dif­ 
fe re n t packages. 
T h e npxt h urdle of cig arette m an u ­ 
fa c tu re rs m ig h t h ave to get over is a 
possible finding by th e C ongressional
